or prosecuted?” 

“The American people have 
a right to hear fortright ans- 
wers to those questions,” Rep. 
Feighan insisted. 

SERIOUS MATTER 
“They , ore serious- questions. 
7 hope they will be answered. 

“There Is no question about 
CIA being one of the most im- 
portant agencies of our govern- 
ment, particularly during, this 
period , of international uncer- 
tainty and anxiety. The CIA 
can be used for immense good 
or terrible evil.' 

“The CIA can be used to save 
this country from the tyranny 
of communism or it can be used 
to deliver this nation into the 
[bondage of communism. 

“The CIA can be useful 
through food and accurate in- 
telligence to guide U.S. policy 
decisions to- victories over com- 
munism or through slanted in- 
telligence estimates intake this 


leniewski case as “Irresponsible” 
and displaying “a reckless dis- 
regard for the truth." 1 

The articles quoted Col. Go- 
lenicwski as telling U. S. se- 
curity agents that Russian spy, 
j operatives of the KGB have' 
] active “cells” in CIA, the State 
[Dept, in Washington and over- 
, seas and have been able to 
penetrate “every U. S. agency 
. except the FBI.” 

The Polish defector was fur-' 
-.ther quoted as revealing to au- 
thorities the siphoning of over 
$l-million to the Communists 
in Vienna and charging that 
Stalinists in the CIA were pre- 
venting him from exposing the 
scandal. 

CHARGES VAGUE 
, Rep. Arend’s speech, term- 
|iing the CIA "the finest intelli- 
gence agency in' the world to- 
day," failed to touch specific- 
ally on the questions posed by 
Rep. Feighan or any of the 
data contained in the Joyrnal- 
American articles. 

Rep. Feighan, a Princeton 
and Harvard Law School grad- 
uate and veteran of 22 years in 
Congress, said that what Mr. 
Arcnds left out in his discus- 
sion of the Golenicwski case “is ■ 
far more important than what 
he said.” •
